It was the examiner position that the combined teaching of Rebhan and Seeger 
suggest the SCA of the instant claims as shown in the previous Nonfinal Office Action. 
However, applicants have disclosed that the catalyst compositions comprising the SCA 
mixture of the instant claims provide unexpected superior of catalytic activities in Table 
1 in the specification compared to those of the cited prior art. Therefore, the instant 
claims are deemed to be novel and nonobvious over the cited prior art.
